A QUAKING RAILWAY 


AT FULL SPEED WITH THE TRACK

CURLING UNDER THE TRAIN. 


Engineer Ilurn Itolntcs III* Experience on 


1ho Xiclit of tho Charleston Earthquake. 
Running at Kilty Mile* an Hoar When 
tho Shock* 


There an- few locomotive engineers nllvc 


today who have hud a more thrilling od- 
ver.ture in n cab than the man who pulled 
it trainload of passengers out of Charleston 
, <.n the night of the memorable earthquake. 
The throttlo was wide open and the train 
•was dashing down a long, steep grade at 
ibn rate til 50 miles an hour. 
Tho engi- 


neer had to reach a small station a short 
Oiptance nhond and side track to allow an 
excursion train for Charleston to pass. 
The local wns behind time and the engl- 
ncor knew that 500 lives depended on his 
KcUiiiK safely into the siding before tho 
headlight of tho other train hove in sight. 
fc-udtlenly tho earth shook, but tho rum- 
Ming noise accompanying the shock wns 
drowned in the roar of the speeding train. 
Without tho least notice tho track under 
iho train began to quiver and move, while 
the locomotive trembled likoadecrnt bay. 
The engineer thought that the engine bad 
jumped the track and was running along 
«%cr tho crosstics. Tho train tolled on for 
lijilf a milo U-forc being ditched. Engi- 
neer Charles H. Hum was the only person 
injured, and he would huve escaped un- 
hurt had he jumped. Ho remained at his 
post, howeier, ns if glncd to the seat. Hln 
mind was so intent upon reaching the sldo 
truck that ho could give little thought to 
the earthquake. Mr. Burn gave Tho Sun 
correspondent: his story. 


"It wns 9:25 on tho night of Aug. 81,

My lirst im- 
pression was that tho engine had jumped 
thu rail and was shooting over tho eroHH- 
ties. I looked back onco and saw that the 
coaches wore following all right, but tho 
next intntint 1 knew it WIIK nn earthquake. 
Tho track under mo was jerked to ono 
sldo anil then to tho other. Hooked ahead, 
and the bright glistening on tho top of the 
hhlny mil could not bo wen. A Bccond 
(;!anc.e showed that the rails wort) moved 
out of their original position and wero In 
the exact shape of a horseshoe. The engine 
would twitch and hqulrin, but It, held to 
the rail, nnd tho movement of tho whole 
train waH very much llko that of u Biiukti 
crawling tnor the sand.

How » California Boy Got Even With On* 


For Chasfne Him. 


"It was when I was sheep ranching In 


the Herraosa district, In southern Califor- 
nia, that I was, In a way, concerned in a 
very queer trapping operation," Mid 
James Smith of Geneva, N. Y. "I was 
partner in a large ranch, and we were get- 
ting along swimmingly when one spring 
u mountain lion came into the neighbor- 
hood and set to killing our sheep and 
lambs.

Along the 
creek that bordered the range was a good 
growth of timber, and the boy, remember- 
ing his rabbit snaring feats in tho east, 
rigged a 'jump up' trap on a large scale 
for tho benefit of the lion. He built an in- 
closure that could bo entered only by a 
passage on one side. Then ho bent down 
a stiff sapling and secured its top to a 
notched tree stump in such a way that if 
it were moved, over so little, it would fly 
up. 
To this top ho attached a stout rope, 


with a slip noose so arranged that any 
oreaturo entering the inclosuro would bo 
caught by tho noose and at tho same time 
tho sapling would spring upright. When 
everything was ready, be put a lamb in. 
the enclosure at night and waited. 


"Tho lamb's bleating attracted tho lion,

Tho Least had 
evidently tried to leap through the noo::o, 
for novas caught, not by the neck, but 
round tin- Ixxly, just forward of tho hind 
quartern. As he dangled from the sapling, 
trying to turn so as to bite off the rope, 
his uluwings and contortions wore some- 
thing wonderful to see, and at every fail- 
ure im let out a screecb that could have 
been hoard a milo awiiy.

They 
twinkle "good evening" to poor Jack as 
he sits up aloft or stands at the hclm,.au<l 
wink "good morning" and "goodby" to 
him with daylight. It is obvious that the 
"to" or "o££" movement of a vessel can 
bo more quickly detected by a small, 
bright object like a star dead ahead than 
by the monotonous sweap of the horizon or 
by peering into the compass box.

Bills Which Must Be Passed. 


In co:igros.s every member finds himself 


at ono great disadvantage, which length 
of Pcrvico may diminish but can never en- 
tirely take away, und that disadvantage 
arises from tho lack of local knowledge as 
to fa roll states. Wo may be a homogeneous 
nation, but wo aio certainly not lacking 
in diversities. 


The broad extent of the country, in 


nioro ways therefore than one, affects the 
legislative action of tho house und also 
its methods of action. 


In some of tho smaller states all tho 


business which is presented to tho lagisla 
lure is disposed of in some way or other. 
Tho committees report all bills and rose 
lutiuns which aro seat to them and both 
assemblies say "yes" or "no" directly or 
indircofly to them all. 


In congress neither houso attempts to 


do anything of thu kind. Tho pigeonholes 
of all of the committees which aro fortu- 
nate enough to huvo any business at all 
are found, at the end of tho session and of 
conprcss, lull of bills undisposed of. 
Thousands also of the bills reported are 
loft on the calendars without even the 
poor formality of buing discussed, or even 
of boing called up. 
In a word, congress, 


when it gets ready, adjourns, leaving the 
dead bills by tho wayside. 


Obviously there are some things which 


have to bo done. There aro bills which 
must bo passed. 
Unless revenue is fur- 


nished, even the ordinary function of gov- 
ernment would bo at an end. 
Ho also if 


the revenues were not properly appropriat- 
ed according to law, tho government could 
not go on, for its continuance costs money. 
Hence, under tho rules of tho house, tho 
committee of ways and means, having 
charge of bills raising revenue, and the 
committees on appropriations, obliged to 
provide for the expenditure of revenue, 
have a right of way which is thorough and 
complete. Whenever the house desires to 
take up such bills, there is neither let nor 
hindrance. Tho country therefore can be 
sure t hat its necessities are provided for.— 
Hon. T. B. Kecd in North American Bo- 
view. 


Why Are We Kiffht Handed? 


The question of right and left handed- 


ncss is so frequently brought up that any 
investigation of or light on tho subject 
must be of general interest. It has been ob 
served that infants who crawl on all fours 
mako much more use of the right than 
the left hand, unless they nre left handed. 
A scientist accounts for this by declaring 
that right Imndedness is caused by the lo- 
cation of the organs of the body. The 
heart being on the left side causes very 
much greater weight than in tho right. 
During activo lifo the heart and arteries 
filled 
with blood make Che increased 


weight of that side an item of some impor- 
tance. The center of gravity is therefore 
thrown more to the loft side. This being 
the case, tho right arm is much more freo 
than tho left. 
There may be also a pro- 


vision of nature in the use of the rif''t 
hand more than tho left. 
Throwing a 


ball, striking with a hammer or other vio- 
lent exorcise might have a depressing or 
injurious effect upon the heart if done 
with tho left hand. This theory of bal- 
ance and weight is by far tho most ra- 
tional one that has been put out, and its 
further development will be watched with 
great Interest.—Now York Ledger.

Among the prisoners taken by the Un-

A. Kellogg of the Sixth Wisconsin gave 
him a drink of something reviving from 
his canteen and put some rations in bis 
empty havqwaok. Their parting was that 
of brothers. 


In December, 1804, when Kellogg was a 


colonel commanding his regiment, I ac- 
companied him on a ride along tbo picket 
line » few miles to tho loft of Petersburg. 
By some means, and without knowing It, 
we got between tho picket lines. Wo were 
brought to a halt suddenly by the follow- 
ing -unmllitary salutation:

right, we saw a lieutenant and a dozen 
men In gray who had apparently just 
taken their arms in preparation for serious 
business. 


"That's my name, sir," answered the 


colonel. 


"Beg pardon, Colonel Kellogg. You 


were a captain at Gettysburg. Allow me 
to extend congratulations upon your pro- 
motion." 


It was becoming Interesting, and both 


of us wore making plans for a shooting 
match between a dozen Johnny pickets 
with guns In their hands and two officers 
who had only revolvers, and they not in 
band. 


"Guess you don't remember me, colo- 


nel."

In battle. 
"I'm the sergeant you gave a nip from

Searching For Hidden Millions In tbe 


Dreary Yukon Country. 


l?ivo million dollars In nuggets and an 


nexhaustiblc mlno of fabulous richness 


ll bo the reward of tho prospector who 


can find the lost Goldon mountain iu north- 
ern Alaska. Such at least Is the report 
current among the miners along tho Yukon 
and its tributaries, says a Sioux City cor- 
respondent. 
Tho story may be a myth or 


,t may bo literally true. No one seems to 
know for n certainty, and so many lives 
tiavo been lost in tho effort to establish its 
;ruth or falsity that investigators are grow - 
ng somewhat chary of entering on the 
search. Hark Hamilton, a Yukon miner 
in 1891 nnd 1893, thus told the legend: 


'Away back, before Alaska passed out 


of Russian hands," he says, "a party start- 
ed up the Koyokuk river, a tributary of 
tho Yukon. Tho members wanted to learn 
all they could concerning tho topography 
of the country, its mineral resources and 
the various tribes by which it was inhabit- 
ed. Thoy wore picking up furs, too, and 
looking for uny little snaps on which they 
might stum bio in tho -way of Indian trad- 
ing. Alaska cvas not known then, as it is 
now, as a gold country; still it was under- 
stood that gold was occasionally found, and 
the explorers kept their eyes open for any 
chance sight ot the precious metal. About 
half way up the north fork of the Yukon 
they branched off to the west and some- 
where between tho north fork and the Arc- 
tie ocean, no one knows just where, came 
to a small mountain, tho base of which" 
was literally honeycombed with veins of 
rich gold bearing ore. 
'' Such at least is tho story. I don't vouch 


for its truth. 
It is snid that $5,000,000 


worth of nuggets were picked up in a few 
weeks almost on tho surface of tho ground. 
By this time the winter season was begin- 
ning to set in, and tho prospectors con- 
cluded they had better strike for the south- 
ern settlements. Traveling was so difficult 
and the party so small—rit numbered only 
six or seven—that the greater part of the 
treasure was cached near the camp and 
only enough packed for transportation to 
convince settlers in tbe south of tho rich- 
ness of the deposits. It was expected to 
return tho next summer with n stronger 
party and work tho lead for all it was 
worth. 


"What became of that party after It left 


tho mountain no ono knows. It was novor 
scon again. Inquiry made by tho Russian 
authorities when the explorers failed to re- 
turn on schedule time developed from tho 
Indians tho story given above."

A Kansas Town. 


Chiefly by reason of its newness nnd of 


a cert;.in cosmopolitan aspect, says Wil- 
liam Alien White in Tho Atlantic., the 
Kansas town differs from villages clsu- 
whrro in the United States, nnd prevents 
T few interesting variations from tho com- 
mon tj I'd. The largest town in the c.om- 
rnonwcnlth has hardly 40,000 inhabitants. 
Most of the county scuts in the eastern 
half of the state, where the rainfall is copi- 
ous und whcro crops uro bountiful nnd reg- 
ular, contain about 3,00,0 persons each. 
Tin: county sent is in tbo strictest scnso n 
country town. Tbo inhabitants live nl- 
niost entirely upon tlio tributary country. 
There nro no factories. 
Tho money that 


tho farmers of the county spend for food, 
clothing, fuel nud tho comforts of tho 
fnrrn home is tho cash cnpitnl njion which 
tho town cloos its business. This capital 
is passed from tho grocers to the clothing 
merchants, to tho druggists, to tho furni- 
ture dealers, to the hard ware Fellers nnd 
to professional men. 
In the older com- 


munities of tho eastern nud middle states 
necessity has developed factories, which 
convert raw matorinl into finished prod- 
ucts, nnd money from tho outside world 
comes in, but 1-Cnneas is yet hardly n gen- 
eration old, and it 'has not entered the 
manufacturing era of industry. 


.than the clergy of the city urged the pop- 
ulace to attack him. and the result was 
that on-Feb. 20 a mob broke into the le- 
gation nnd murdered him, as well as 30 
other persons who formed part of his 
retinue. 
>? Quickly the news spread to St.«Peter8- 
burg, and the czar determined thnt Per- 
sia should pay heavily for the crime. A 
rigid investigation wns at once started 
and when it was over 40 residents of Te- 
heran were condemned to death and were 
duly 
executed, aud 30,000,000 
rubles 


•were awarded by Persia to the relatives 
iof the murdered minister as an indemni- 
ty. That this wns a wholesome lesson 
for Persia is pnned by the fact that ever 
since then foreign ministers have been 
..treated with marked respect in that coun- 
try. 


A more remarkable occurrence wns the 


murder of two French envoys, which 
took place at Knstatt in April, 1709. A 
Congress hnd been in session iu this little 
town for the purpose of settling- the dif- 
ferences between France nnd Germuny 
aud Austria. So far as Germany was 
concerned, an amicable agreement was 
arrived nt, but France and Austria re- 
mained at loggerheads, and.consequently 
the French envoys, finding that thej 
could accomplish nothing, resolved to* re- 
turn at once to Paris. They had arrang- 
ed to lenve Kastatt nt noon, but for some 
unaccountable reason the gates of the- 
town were closed at that hour aud were 
not reopened until late in the evening. 


Fearing nothing, the envoys and their 


retinue got into the'-r eight conches and 
drove off. Hardly had they,.gono a niile, 
however, when they were stopped by a 
troop of hussars, presumably Austrians, 
who ordered them to leave their ca.'- 
ringos. A conflict then ensued, iu which 
two envoys, Bonnier nnd Roherjolt, Mere 
killed, wiiile the third, Dube.v. wns. so 
badiy wounded thnt his life wns despair- 
ed of for some time. After murdering 
the two onveyi the hussnrs paid no fur- 
ther attention to the less important mem- 
bers of their retinue, but rode off, nnd 
from thnt day to this no one has been 
nble to find out who was responsible for 
the minders.

mats Vor Medicinal l'orpo«««. 


Thero Is a tradition in the neighborhood 


«i! Masscna Springs, which the Indiana 
called Knn-a-Bwa-stak-o-ras OD Baqnette 
river, in tbo Adirondack region, that deer, 
moose and other native animals TV ere wont 
to use tbo waters for medicinal purposes. 
The early surveyors have recorded that 
• when a copious volume of olfar, cold water 
•was thrown up, strongly charged with 
sulphur, tho earth around thoro would bo 
trodden Into a mire hole by deer and 
moose, which frequented the tpor, on ac- 
count of the snlino qualities of the woter. 
The Indians, too, used tho waters as a 
curative for various ills. 


The Indians called Mcosc river Te-ka- 


kun-di-an-do, which means "clearing an 
opening." It is in tho Moose river region 
that the noted Old Forge settlement lies. 
There Js a belief, handed' down from gener- 
ation to generation, tha* the first forgo 
established by tho hand of a white man in 
tbe North woods was located here more 
than a century ago. An old anvil and 
piece of scrap iron which are imbedded In 
the lawn in front of the Forge House are 
today pointed out to tho inquiring tourist 
as tbe sole remnants of tbe original and 
primitive forge. 


Eushaqua, which is Indian for "beauti- 


ful resting place," has u romantic tradi- 
tion. Here is the original deer track along 
\vhich a beautiful Indian maiden followed 
her during lover to death. There is an in- 
teresting haziness in the tradition as to 
what the dnrlng lover •K4«! doing when. 
summoned to the happy hunting grounds, 
but thoro is no doubt as • to the existence 
of the romantic deer track or of the silvery 
lake or of the moss covered stone on 
which tho beautiful Indian maiden sat 
and mourned and starved her life away. 
Near Luko Kushaquiv is On-chi-o-ta, the 
Indian name for "rainbow," and Bain- 
bow lake is not fnr uway. 


Natural Bridge is n picturesque place 


situated on Indian river (Indian, Ojuqu- 
uok, "Nut river,"), which runs under the 
ground In two different places and emerges 
a few rods below, forming a natural 
bridge 0 feet above tho water and 15 feet 
wide, a curiosity o£ considerable interest 
Dr. W. Sewnrd Webb has located his ox- 
tensivo No-hn-fia-no park in tho Bcavnr 
river region, the name Ne-ha-sn-np being 
the Indian term for "beaver crossing on a.

The Uolline of Steamships. 


The more important of tho means ot 


diminishing tho extent of rolling in 
steamships Is the application of bilge, keels 
to the chocks—structures attached to tbe 
bilges for something like half the length of 
the ship nnd projecting from the skin of 
the ship to thu extent of 8 to 86 inches, 
according to tho size of the ship and the 
desire to take lull advantage of their ac- 
tion. The most recent and most thorough- 
going investigation of thoir use and offl- 
oienoy is that of Sir William White and 
Mr. R. E. Frotulo in connection with the 
bllgo keold fitted to II. M. S. Revenge. 


Experiment in this case scorned to show 


that tho extent of rolling, after fitting tho 
bilge keels, wns only about ono-third tho 
extent without tho bilgo keels. This was 
the case whon tho ship was not propelled 
by her machinery. 
When, on tho other 


hand, sho was BO propelled, oven at a mod- 
erate speed, tbo effect of tho bilgo keels 
wns even more marked. 


Previous experiments with other ships 


had shoivn a diminution of rolling due to 
the fitting of bilge keels of one-half, and 
for bilge keels of sufficient size this may 
probably be taken as the lot:st that may be 
expected. It is to some extent a wonder 
thnt, such being tbo case, ships should 
ever bo built without these valuable ad- 
juncts, and it is probable that, until some- 
thing better is devised, the future will see 
an increasing number of ships in which 
full advantage is taken of n menus of giv- 
ing steadiness so effective and nt the same 
time.so moderate in cost.—F. P. 1'urvis in 
Cassier's Magazine.

ton special, the United States naval in- 
crease program for 1901 involves the 
construction of thirty-two vessels of 
151,600 tons displacement or moro than 
doable that laid down in any preceding 
year. The list which oongrees i» to be 
asked to authorize is: 


Three 14,000 ton battleship-, two 15, 


000 ton armoted cruisers; tix 600 ton 
gunboats; ten 200 toa ganbiats; tbr •

ship and a 7000 ton marine transport.
